,n  January  every  year,  the  hlnlster  of  Health  circularises  local  authorities, 
and  refers  to  the  value  of  the  Report  as  a source  of  Information  about  the  state  of 
the  public  health  of  the  area.  The  Clrc^ar  usually  ^ggests  a ™ber  of  tatters 
Which,  among  other  things,  should  be  dealt  with.

Those,  and  Indeed  all  other  matters  which  affected  the  Public  Health  servlc 
1,«  1962  are  discussed  In  this  preamble.  FoUowini 

ctloe  - in  Blackburn  at  any  rate  - the  preamble  Is  mainly  discursive,  althou, 
le  statistics  Inevitably  creep  In.  Readers  with  an  Interest  In  flgur 
Le  to  satisfy  that  interest  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

Mention  was  made  in  my  report  for  1961  about  the  close  attention  that 
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to  planning  and  the  need  for  radical  re-organ 1 sat ion,  and  many  of  the  plans  form- 
ulated began  to  crystallise  out  in  19^2  as  follows. 

Development  Programne 

There  has  been  repeated'reference  in  previous  reports  to  Divisionalisation  of 
the  local  health  authority  services. 

For  example,  in  his  Report  for  1956,  my  predecessor,  the  late  Dr,  V,  T, 
Thlerens,  commented; 

« It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1955  the  committee  dec- 
ided upward  adjustment  of  health  visiting  and  medical  est- 
ablishment, both  to  meet  growing  demands  and  to  organise 
i*outlne  work,,,,,,on  a three  Divisional  basis,  each  of  some 
35»000  population  under  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  a team  of  health  visitors,  raidwives,  nurses,  dan- 
estlc  helps,  authorised  officers  etc,,  and  responsible  for 
divisional  day-to-day  control  of  Part  III  services,  school 
medical  work,  injections,  disease  Investigation  and  general 
"intelligence". 

The  first  Division  began  experimental  "business"  in 
mid-October, a too  recent  start  to  Justify  any  comment  other 
than  that  the  scheme  should  work  well,  " 

This  "experimental"  stage  never  advanced  due  to  factors  only  now  being  over- 
come after  acceptance  of  the  need  for  total  re-organlsatlon.  Suffice  to  say  that, 
on  reviewing  the  local  services  after  my  appointment  in  1959,  it  was  apparent  that 
:the  general  concept  of  divisionalisation  should  be  continued  providing  this  could  be 
imade  con?)lete.  The  task  would  not  be  easy,  but  the  existing  difficulties  themselves 
had  brought  about  a situation  almost  readynnade  for  radical  re-thlnklng,  experiment 
and  fundamental  change  in  the  local  services,  which,  if  properly  developed  could 
provide  a service  almost  unique  in  local  government. 
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In  continuing  the  policy  of  divisionalisation,  I considered  tlm  the  following 
principles  should  be  followed: 

1,  The  Borough  to  be  divided  Into  two  Divisions  (West  and  East)  each  providing 
for  approximately  53,000  persons  (the  previous  concept  of  35,000  appeared  to  me 
to  be  uneconomic  for  the  services  now  In  mind), 

2,  Each  Division  to  be  conqjlete  units  in  themselves,  dealing  with  ^1  Field 
Services  and  operate  from  purpose-built  Health  Centres, 

3,  central  administration  to  be  from  a purely  administrative  department  in 
close  proximity  to  the  Town  Hall. 

k.  Each  Centre  to  provide  for  general  practitioner  participation, 

5,  Smaller  satellite  Centres  (also  with  general  practitioner  participation)  to 
be  built  at  selected  points 

(a)  to  replace  some  of  the  more  badly  sited  or  seriously 
inadequate  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and 

(b)  to  develop  peripheral  conmunlty  services, 

6,  Assistant  Medical  Officers  to  be  placed  in  day-to-day  charge  of  the  Centres, 

7,  The  establishment  of  a "general-purpose"  social  worker  to  deal,  not  only 
with  the  present  work, but  to  cope  with  the  mass  of  case-woiit  which  would  develop 
with  the  kind  of  service  in  mind, 

8,  An  all-purpose  clerical  and  administrative  structure  to  be  capable  of  deal-.

Ing  with  the  manifold  tasks  of  a complete  Health  Unit,  j 

Subsequently  (1962)  the  Minister  of  Health  requested  local  health  authorltlesji 

t 

to  submit  proposals  for  a ten-year  capital  development  plan;  this  has  added  impetus) 
to  the  plan  locally,  a glance  through  the  Blue  Book  published  by  the  Minister  glvesj

some  idea  of  the  enormity  of  our  task  compared  with  similar  areas. 

One  further  general  development  should  be  mentioned  at  this  point.  In  1962, 
the  Council  decided  that  the  VJelfare  Services  provided  under  the  National  Assistance" 
Acts  should  merge  with  those  of  the  local  health  authority.  Although  effective  ati 
Conmlttee  level  from  June,  1962,  the  practical  implementation  of  this  decision  had« 


not  been  achieved  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The  merger  should  not  cause  any  undue 
problems  In  the  present  context  and  Indeed,  will  facilitate  some  aspects  of  the  woilt 
of  the  two  departments. 

Stages  In  Develoixnent 

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  development  Is  to  project  the  Therapeutic  Environ- 
ment of  the  Hospital  Into  the  conmunlty  by  the  Local  Authority  providing  supportive 
services  to  the  General  Practitioner  as  follows;

With  this  In  mind,  plans  were  formulated  which  to  date  have  progressed  as 
follows: 

1,  Review  by  Health  Committee  of  departmental  premises 

On  visiting  the  various  departmental  "outposts"  shortly  after  my  appointment. 
It  was  obvious  that  most  premises  were  so  woefully  Inadequate  that  only  a radical 
capital  programme  could  bring  the  service  to  modern  standards. 

So  far  as  I had  been  able  to  ascertain,  no  purpose-built  Health  Department 
premises  had  been  provided  for  at  least  50  years.  The  present  Health  Department, 
adapted  In  1927/28,  had  over  the  years  been  turned  Inside  out  as  services  Increased, 
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but  even  so,  noWhere  In  the  Corporation  service  were  working  conditions  so  bad. 

The  only  new  building  to  be  opened  during  this  time  was  the  annexe  opened  I 
1959  to  provide  ante-natal  and  physiotherapy  services.  By  no  stretch  of  Imaglnatlo 
can  this  be  considered  "purpose-built". 

Having  Inspected  the  premises  for  myself,  members  of  the  Health  committee  wer 
Invited  on  a tour  of  Inspection  to  see  the  conditions  at  first  hand.  This  too 
place  In  October,  1959»  and  the  following  month  the  divisionalisation  and  healt 
centre  plan  was  accepted  In  principle  and  capital  building  proposals  submitted  t 
the  Minister  of  Health, 

2,  Bursary  Scheme  for  Medical  Officers 

One  of  the  difficulties  In  my  predecessor’s  scheme  for  divisionalisation  wa 
lack  of  continuity  of  service  of  medical  staff,  in  the  past  three  years,  five  full 
time  medical  officers  have  left  the  service  of  this  authority. 

It  was  obvious  that  without  specific  incentives  difficulty  woiild  always  b( 
experienced  not  only  In  obtaining,  but  in  lioldlng  full-time  qualified  medical  staff 
and  without  whan  no  service  could  be  entirely  satisfactory  and  could  never  work  ai 
all  on  a divisional  basis. 

Part-time  doctors  working  on  a sessional  basis,  no  matter  how  high  the  calibre, 
merely  go  through  the  clinical  motions,  and  are  not  imbued  with  the  philosophy  ol 
"prevention".  Stability  Is  vital.  But  the  main  problem  of  recruiting  full-time 
Medical  Officers  appeared  to  be  that  Which  nowadays  besets  mosts  posts  requlrlr 
Post-Graduate  qualification,  - that  In  many  professions,  voluntary  qualification  at 
personal  expense  Is  almost  a thing  of  the  past.  Perhaps  a similar  situation  no* 
existed  In  the  medical  profession.  Accordingly,  the  Health  Conmlttee  was  asked  t< 
approve  a bursary  scheme  to  enable  medical  practitioners  to  take  their  Diploma  H 
Public  Health  In  return  for  a given  number  of  years’  service  to  the  Authority, 

The  scheme  was  approved  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  medical  staffing  is  up  t 
strength  with  three  out  of  four  full-time  medical  officers  employed  within  the  term- 
of  the  bursary. 
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General  Practitioners 


In  March,  following  Intonnal  talks  with  general  practitioner  representatives, 
le  Kealtl^  Coimlttee  appointed  representatives  to  discuss  with  Executive  council  and 
>cal  Medical  conmlttee  representatives,  the  prospect  of  joint  co-operative  effort 
1 Section-^  Health  Centres  and  to  formulate  detailed  policy.  General  practitioner 
jpresentatlves  themselves  had  already  accepted  the  Health  Centre  concept  on  the 
Jllowlng  principles  - 

(a)  That  two  Major  Health  Centres  would  be  built,  one  to  serve  the  Eastern 

and  the  other  the  Western  half  of  the  town  and  incorporating  General 

Practitioner  suites.  Local  Authority  seirvlces  and  the  Local  Authority 
Divisional  "Field”  and  "Administrative"  Staffs, 

(b)  That  minor  or  satellite  centres  should  be  built  to  serve  peripheral  pop- 
ulations In  circumscribed  areas  and  again  Incorporating  General  pract- 

itioner Suites  and  Local  Authority  Services, 

, Town  Centre  Development 

In  May  I960,  the  Council  announced  plans  for  the  complete  re-development  of  the 
own  Centre  and  the  line  of  a proposed  Inner  Ring  Road,  The  plans  will  mean  the 
7entual  demolition  of  the  present  Health  Department  premises.  District  Nurses' 
ome,  and  Day  Nursery  Hostel, 

The  proposals,  with  their  attendant  publicity,  have  tended  to  cloud  the  Issue 
s far  as  the  Health  Comnlttee's  plans  are  concerned.  The  development  of  the  local 
ealth  services  Is  a completely  Independent  Issue,  In  effect.  Town  Centre  Develop- 
»nt  serves  only  to  make  the  Health  committee's  ta^  the  more  urgent, 

, Social  woiicers 

Health  visitors  of  the  local  authority  were  already  carrying  out  many  duties, 
Ith  the  develoixnent  of  a comprehensive  conminlty  service  based  on  Integration  with 
ineral  practitioners,  it  appeared  Inevitable  that  additional  case-work  and  other 
)clal  work  would  follow.  In  other  words,  just  as  the  Hospital  has  responsibilities 
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lor  Its  patients  through  the  Almoner,  so  would  the  local  authority  rind  an  Inc 
reusing  use  for  medico- social  work  in  the  Community  through  the  General  Pract- 
itioners. 

With  this  probability  went  also  tlie  clanger  of  more  "en^slre-bulldlng". 

On  the  other  hand.  It  appeared  to  me  that  Blackburn  possessed  a group  o 
workers  Whose  duties  already  covered  a wider  field  than  usual,  and  with  some  add 
Itlonal  training  and  experience  could  take  on  all  the  additional  tasks,  Fuarther,  m 
own  view  (shared  by  ray  Chairman  and  vice-chairman)  was  that  the  number  of  loca! 
authority  officers  who  visit  homes  is  already  high  enough]  What  was  needed  was  i 
general-purpose  worker  capable  of  dealing  with  any  situation  or  aspect  of  the  per 
sonal  health  services,  responsible.  In  conjunction  with  the  family  doctor,  for  al 
members  of  the  public  within  a particular  district. 

Thus  was  born  the  idea  of  the  Medlco-Soclal  worker  whose  basic  quail ficatloi 
would  be  the  Health  Visitor’s  Certificate  with  two  years'  experience  In  the  field, 

I therefore  prepared  an  estimated  establishment  which  I considered  would  be 
ultimately  required  and  prepared  my  case  for  the  appointment  of  this  new  group  ol 
officer. 

That  the  Committee  was  by  force  of  circumstances  compelled  to  consider  the 
matter  prematurely  was  unfortunate.  That  approval  was  given  amidst  much  advers# 
publicity  was  also  unfortunate,  Eh^en  so,  consideration  of  such  appointments  woMld 
have  become  necessary  as  the  Divisionalisation  programme  advanced. 

To  critics  vtio  claim  that  this  was  merely  a "gimmick"  to  obtain  more  staff,  I 
add  this:  From  two  advertising  programmes  for  Medico-Social  Workers,  92  requests 
for  application  forms  were  received.  Of  these,  34  actually  applied.  Of  those  rfio 
applied,  13  were  short-listed  and  three  only  were  considered  suitable  for  appoint- 
ment, 

6,  Administrative  and  Clerical 

With  the  long  evolutionary  process  of  development  In  the  Public  Health  shd| 
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School  Health  Services  has  gone  a parallel  development  In  the  duties  of  lay 
officers.  The  gradual  addition  of  duties  and  responsibilities  had  resulted  In  a het- 
erogeneous mixture  of  sections,  each  to  Its  ov/n  and  limited  In  scope  and  outlook. 

The  nature  of  the  Health  Department  accommodation  and  Its  layout  In  buildings 
adapted  rather  than  designed  made  for  farther  complication. 

This  had  resulted  In  staff  tending  to  work  In  vmter-tight  compartments,  det- 
rimental to  co-ordination  and  team  effort,  with  a consequential  denial  of  opport- 
unity for  initiative  and  advancement. 

It  appeared  obvious,  therefore,  that  if  the  concept  of  divisionalisation  v/as  to 
become  reality.  It  could  only  be  achieved  by  a corresponding  divisionalisation  of 
the  administration  Into  all-purpose  units,  capable  of  dealing  with  every  aspect  of 
the  work.  It  was  also  apparent  that  such  a revision  of  duties  could  not  av^aIt 
the  day  vhen  the  main  taak  of  building  Health  Centres  had  been  accomplished. 

The  enormity  of  the  problem  can  be  gauged  from  the  following  list  of  separate 
sections  In  existence  when  the  plan  was  first  considered: 

1,  School  Health  Service 

2,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

3,  Day  Nurseries 

llaternity  and  Child  Welfare 

5,  Home  Helps  and  Meals  on  iftieels 

6,  Mental  Health 

7,  District  tto'sing  and  Midv/Ifery 

8,  Welfare  Foods  and  Loan  of  Equipment 

9,  Ambulance  Service 

10,  Salaries  and  Wages 

11,  Accounts 

12,  Correspondence 

13,  Public  Health  Inspectorate 


In  addition,  other  ancillary  services  ( Phi’s lotherapy.  Orthoptic,  Speech  Therap; 
each  carry  out  their  own  clerical  duties.  To  these  must  now  be  added  the  Chlropoi 
and  Welfare  Services, 

It  was  therefore  essential  that  as  field  services  developed  on  a dlvisionj 
basis,  so  also  should  an  administrative  and  clerical  structure  develop  so  that  tl 
two  could  proceed  In  harmony  and  become  experienced  units  before  the  Main  Heali 
Centres  materialised. 

The  "clerical  units"  to  serve  each  "complex"  of  field  services  are  now  effectl^ 
except  for  those  necessarily  employed  in  "outposts"  of  the  department  (Dlstrlc 
Nursing,  Mental  Health)  or  in  other  sections  where  change  is  not  yet  opportune. 

Towards  the  end  of  1962,  the  Council  appointed  an  Organisation  and  Method 
Officer,  As  far  as  the  Health  Department  is  concerned  this  was  most  opportune,  an 
during  1963  It  is  hoped  that  the  administrative  and  clerical  work  can  be  proper! 
Investigated  to  achieve  effective  Integration  of  all  duties  in  the  revised  structm 


STATISTICS 

By  the  end  of  1962,  the  facts  relating  to  the  population  structure  as  disclose 
by  the  I96I  Census  were  still  not  available  from  the  Registrar  General's  Off*®^ 
(Indeed  are  unlikely  to  be  available  before  196I1)  and  the  following  Chart  II  is  af 
approximation  arrived  at  by  calculation:

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It  Js  a serious  defect  and  frustrating  to  proper  planning  to  have  to  depend  c 
such  apDroxlsiatlons  100  years  after  William  eo*  so  meticulously  substituted  fact  fc 
fiction  In  the  science  of  statistics.  If  this  appears  to  be  a criticism  of  Centre 
Goverrxirer.t  It  Is  no  more  so  than  the  criticism  that  can  be  levelled  at  local  admlr 
Istratlon,  as  the  machinery  for  malting  continuous  appreciation  of  the  communlt 
state  of  health,  the  developing  trends  and  needs  for  deployment  of  resources  1 
based  on  the  most  meagre  analyses  of  the  cnadest  possible  data.  The  Intelllgenc 
side  of  departmental  organisation  requires  the  services  of  staff  with  special  apt 
Itude  or  competence  In  statistics  to  enable  rational  policy-making  to  proceed  base 
on  loc  need.

The  above  chart  of  Live  Births  and  Deaths  In  the  Borough  since  19i*6  elicits  tt 
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following  conment: 


(a)  The  linnedlate  post-war  high  birth  rate  for  the  years  19/|6//+7/^  pro- 
duced an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  8/i3* 

(b)  Since  the  Inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  19^i8,  there 
has  been  a yearly  excess  of  deaths  over  births  totalling  1768. 

(c)  The  year  1962  was  the  first  year  since  19^8  that  the  births  again 
exceeded  deaths  to  the  extent  of  77. 

(d)  Since  the  War  deaths  in  total  have  exceeded  births  by  8U8. 

(e)  The  13k(>lhllh!S)  high  births  are  now  at  the  difficult  transition  stage 
of  moving  from  school  Into  Industry  at  ages  15,  16,  17  years  when 
they  will  for  the  first  time  be  productive  and  In  view  of  the  earlier 
ages  currently  obtaining  for  marriage  may  well  shortly  enhance  the 
current  birth  rates.  It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  the  1962  high 
live  birth  rate  of  16,95  per  1,000  population  will  be  maintained  and 
will  perpetuate  the  problems  of  school  placement. 

Inprovements  In  the  personal  health  services,  particularly  obstetrics,  coupled 
with  more  enlightened  education  In  parentcraft  could  possibly  effect  reduction  in 
the  more  than  thirty  stillbirths  occurring  each  year. 

Cancer  deaths  crept  up  from  236  in  1961  to  21+5  In  1962  and  cancer  of  the  lung 
was  responsible  for  about  a quarter  of  these,  tailing  pride  of  place  over  cancer  of 
stomach  (another  man»s  disease)  which  caused  31  deaths  in  1961  and  35  deaths  In 
1962, 

Tuberculosis  of  the  lung  as  a cause  of  death  declined  from  16  cases  In  196I  to 
9 In  1962  and  shows  a continuation  of  the  beneficent  trend  particularly  manifest  In 
the  past  decade.  Coronary  disease  accounted  for  about  one  fifth  of  all  deaths  In 
the  Borough,  and  up  to  the  age  of  75  years  affected  about  twice  the  number  of  males 
as  coDfjared  with  females. 

These  three  diseases,  cancer  of  the  lung,  cancer  of  the  stomach,  and  coronary 
disease  are  highly  selective  to  the  detriment  of  the  male  and  undoubtedly  some  part 
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of  this  preference  can  be  attributed  to  the  smoking  habits  of  the  sexes, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notifications  declined  again  from  /*8  In  196I  to  35  Ir 
1962,  Dysentery  maintained  Its  constant  level  of  about  2h0  cases  notified  each  year 
and,  as  hitherto,  was  mild  sonne  dysentery  of  high  nuisance  value.  Measles  quite 
surprisingly  caused  cases  In  1962  having  already  caused  some  1053  cases  Ir 
1961,  one  would  have  expected  the  susceptibles  to  have  been  attacked  In  1964  anc! 
the  Infection  to  have  smouldered  until  a new  population  of  susceptibles  matured  In 
1963  in  conformity  with  the  biennial  periodicity  of  this  disease.  In  fact  measles 
has  been  running  at  a high  level  -for  bieruilal  periodicity*  of  over  1,000  cases  for 
i960,  1961  and  1962, 

SMALLPOX 

During  December,  1961 /January,  1962,  the  Ministry  of  Health  reported  cases  oi 
smallpox  in  different  parts  of  England,  all  suspected  in^iortatlons  from  Pakistan, 

On  13th  January,  1962,  a further  letter  was  received  concerning  a third  sus- 
pected Importation,  again  from  Pakistan,  This  case,  a child  of  9,  arrived  by  air 
from  Karachi  at  midnight  on  December  16/1?  and  went  on  to  Bradford,  She  fell  111 
and  v/as  admitted  to  Bi^dfoixl  Children's  Hospital  on  December  23ixl  as  malaria  and  for 
which  the  child  received  antl-malarlal  treatment.  She  at  first  responded  but  on 
December  28th  her  temperature  rose  again  and  she  died  on  30th,  from  Smallpox. 

Subsequent  developments  In  Bradford  are  a matter  for  that  city's  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Mention  Is  made  In  this  report  only  to  set  the  scene  on  the  local  effect 
of  this  case. 

At  3,05  p.m,  on  the  day  the  Ministry  letter  was  received  (Saturday,  13th  JaiH 
uary,  1962),  I was  Informed  by  telejdione  from  Bradford  that  a Blackburn  couple  had 
visited  a patient  In  the  Bradford  Children's  Hospital  on  5th  January.  At  5 ^ 
vaccinated  the  family  concerned  (father,  mother  and  two  of  their  three  children)  and 
they  were  asked  to  prepare  a list  of  their  known  contacts  since  their  visit  V> 
Bradford  on  5th  January,  I also  acquainted  the  private  doctor  of  the  situation. 
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A number  of  professional,  technical  and  senior  clerical  staff  were*  alerted  and 
a meeting  convened  for  11  a,m,  on  Sunday,  l4th  January  wflien  the  situation  was  re- 
viewed and  personnel  deployed,  Arrangeinents  were  also  made  to  collect  a supply  of 
lymph  from  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester, 

I telephoned  the  Chairman  to  Infdhm  him  of  these  developments  and  measures  I 
proposed  to  take. 

On  Sunday,  ll^th  January,  1 again  visited  the  contact’s  fafiilly  (he  being  a Min- 
ister of  Religion)  vtfiere  I obtained  the  list  of  persons  known  to  have  been  In  con- 
tact with  them. 

Subsequent  action  was  as  follows: 

11,50  a.m.  The  Church  at  vdilch  the  Minister  officiated  was  visited  and  a vacc- 

ination session  arranged  for  the  afternoon.  Persons  (Including  chlldr 
ren)  vtfio  were  not  at  Church  were  visited  and  asked  to  attend  for  vacc- 
ination, 

one  member  of  the  congregation  had  since  died,  and  persons  v^o  had 
attended  the  funeral  were  also  contacted  or  addresses  obtained. 
Vaccination  was  also  arranged  for  other  close  contacts, 

2,0  p,m.  Staff  re-assembled  When  information  so  far  obtained  was  collated. 

Eighty  contacts  were  vaccinated  and  attenqjts  made  to  establish  telephone 
communication  with  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  other  areas  In- 
volved, These  Included  Lancaster,  Morecambe,  Manchester,  Birmingham, 
Tenby,  Llanelly,  Bury,  Arrangements  were  made  for  a further  clinic  on 
the  following  day. 

The  contact  family  was  kept  under  surveillance  twice  a day  until  the  period  of 
quarantine  elapsed.  It  should  be  stated  that  without  exception,  all  people  who 

became  Involved  gave  ungrudging  co-operation,  whilst  the  circumstances  of  the  Min- 
ister's employment  enabled  most  people  to  be  contacted  at  the  morning  service. 

Indeed,  the  attitude  of  the  family  throughout  was  of  wonderful  assistance  to 
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the  department  and  their  acceptance  of  enforced  quarantine  a model  of  co-operation 

By  k p.m,  on  Sunday,  l/*th,  vaccinations  and  contact  tracing  had  been  completed 
itfillst  clerical  and  other  administrative  duties  were  complete  by  9 Pom. 

Apart  from  dally  reporting  by  the  staff  Involved,  this  should  have  been  the  eni 
of  the  matter  so  far  as  Blackburn  was  concerned. 

However,  even  before  the  news  of  the  local  contacts  had  leaked  out,  telephoni 
and  personal  calls  on  the  Monday  soon  made  nonnal  duties  virtually  impossible,  ThI 
was  part  of  a spontaneous  near-panic  rush  on  a national  scale  and  within  2h  hours 
the  Minister  of  Health  had  "frozen"  lymph  supplies  to  all  except  priority  areas. 

At  the  staff  meeting  held  on  Monday  morning  (and  which  were  held  at  the  sam( 
time  every  day  until  the  "scare"  was  ended) , it  was  decided  that  requests  for  mas; 
vaccination  must  be  strenuously  opposed  and  that  the  limited  facilities  of  the  dep- 
artment be  devoted  to  securing  the  ring  of  control  around  the  contact  family, 

A letter  received  from  the  Ministry  and  dated  17th  January  subsequently  con- 
firmed this  decision  - 

" Supplies  of  lynph  are  adequate,  provided  they  are  properly  used.  The 
main  emphasis  should,  of  course,  be  on  blocking  potential  lines  of  spread. 

The  present  situation  does  not  varrant  a can^algn  for  mass  vaccination  and 
it  Is  hoped  that  Medical  Officers  of  Health  will  be  able  to  discourage 
uninformed  pressure  for  this. 

In  view  of  other  Information  received.  It  was  decided  on  Tuesday  to  direct 

I 

attention  to  the  local  Pakistani  population  and  some  groups  of  employees  v4iose  v/ort 
brought  them  Into  regular  contact  with  new  arrivals, 

♦ 

This  decision  was  made  on  the  following  grounds  - \ 

1,  There  was  an  alleged  heavy  movement  of  Pakistanis  between  the  woollen 
centre  of  Bradford  and  the  cotton  towns  of  Bast  Lancashire,  and  Black- 
burn In  particular. 
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2,  There  was  evidence  that  sleeping  and  living  arrangements  were  on  a 
most  casual  basis. 

3,  Information  had  been  given  that  a properly  documented  vaccination 
certificate  could  be  obtained  "on  the  black  market"  in  Pakistan  for 
the  price  of  a few  shillings. 

Measures  adopted  included  - 

1,  A search  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  all  dwelling  houses  known  to 
be  occupied  by  Pakistanis. 

2,  Information  obtained  from  the  local  offices  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  National  Assistance  Board  of  all  new  arrivals  from  Pakistan, 

3,  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Editor,  and  the  assistance  of  Pakistani 
Students  from  the  Technical  college,  the  publication  In  the  "ETvenlng 
Telegraph"  of  a notice.  In  Urdu,  which  read  - 

SMAIXPOX  CONTROL 

in  view  of  the  fact  that  It  has  been  shown  that  evidence  of  vaccination 

In  Pakistan  Is  not  a firm  guarantee  of  Inmunlty  to  Smallpox,  It  Is  pro- 
posed to  arrange  for  vaccination  to  be  offered  to  the  following  groups  of 

persons; 

(a)  All  Pakistanis,  adults  or  children  of  either  sex.  Who  arrived  In 
England  since  l6th  December,  1961,  and  are  now  resident  In  Blackburn, 

(b)  All  Pakistanis  vtfio  have  established  personal  contact  with  persons 
from  Bradford. 

(c)  Any  Pakistani,  wiiether  within  the  above  groups  or  not  who  would  like 
to  be  vaccinated. 

These  clinics  will  be  held  for  this  purpose  at  the  Public  Health  Dep- 
artment, Victoria  Street,  on  Thursday  and  Friday  evenings  of  this  week 
at  5.30  p,m,  or  Saturday  morning  at  10  a.m, 

U,  The  Clinics  were  v/ell  attended,  during  which  the  department  received 
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additional  assistance  from  the  Pakistani  Students,  acting  as  Inter- 
preters, 

Vaccination  clinics  were  held  every  evening  from  5,30  p.ra,,  essentially  f< 
persons  It  was  considered  desirable  to  vaccinate* 

Requests  from  members  of  the  public  continued  to  flow  Into  the  department,  bi 
these  were  resisted,  though  a few  crept  In, 

This  panic  rush  throughout  the  country,  fanned  to  a large  extent  by  natlonf 
press,  radio  and  television  publicity,  served  once  again  to  Illustrate  the  attltuc 
of  the  general  public  to  such  matters  - the  normal  "couldn't  happen  to  me,  couldn' 
care  less"  attitude  v\Silch  gives  vay  to  a mad  rush  once  the  point  gets  home,  has  bes 
seen  before.  For  Instance  the  flood  of  requests  for  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  whlc 
only  begem  after  widespread  publicity  followed  the  death  of  a professional  foot 
bailer.  The  requests  ended  just  as  quickly  once  the  publicity  died  down. 

It  appears  that  only  this  form  of  publicity  can  shake  the  British  public  out  c 
Its  lethargy  - and  bodes  111  for  those  anxious  to  see  a reduction  in,  for  example 
the  Incidence  of  Lung  Cancer, 

But  to  return  to  my  review  of  Smallpox  control  In  1962,  restriction  of  lyrap 
supplies  was  not  the  only  complication.  The  usual  routine  adopted  In  the  departmer 
was  to  refer  general  public  requests  to  private  doctors.  As  a consequence  surgerle 
also  became  crowded;  and  this  was  soon  aggravated  by  other  European  Countries  clamp 
Ing-down  entry  without  International  Vaccination  certificates. 

Unfortunately,  such  vaccine  as  was  released  arrived,  not  In  the  usual  singl 
doses,  but  In  phials  of  50  doses.  These  were  almost  useless  to  private  doctors 
However,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  pathologist  and  Chief  pharmacist  at  the  Roya 
Infirmary,  the  phials  were  broken  down  Into  small  I'^ts  and  distributed  to  all  pract 
Itloners  as  equably  as  possible. 

Other  points  of  Interest; 

1.  Coincidental  with  this  situation  was  the  fact  that  a German  contact  from  U 
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Dusseldorf  smallpox  outbreak  also  came  to  reside  In  a hotel  in  Blackburn  and 
required  a pajrallel  system  of  surveillance  and  contact  vaccination  to  be  Inst- 
ituted* Foirtunately  this  passed  off  without  anything  untoward  happening, 

2,  The  long-standing  policy  of  ensuring  an  up-to-date  vaccination  state  of  Heedth 
Department  staff  pald-off  when  the  Initial  move  began.  There  was  no  question  of 
delay  vihllst  steps  were  taken  to  protect  the  staff, 

3»  The  plan  for  Smallpox  Control  prepared  many  years  ago  came  Into  Immediate  use 
and  with  minor  adjustments  proved  Its  woiTth,  This  plan  Included  - 

(a)  Dally  meetings  at  fixed  times  of  all  Senior  Staff. 

(b)  The  supply  of  Information  to  the  press  thi'ough  one  source  only  (the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health), 

(c)  A diary  to  bring  events  up  to  date  every  day,  so  that  at  10  a.m, 
each  morning,  those  attending  staff  meetings  were  fully  acquainted 
with  the  previous  days  happenings.

AS  far  as  Blackburn  was  concerned,  this  was  only  a "scare*.  m effect,  the 
entire  operation  became  a "dress  rehearsal"  for  the  real  thing  - as  well  It  might 
nave  become.  It  served  to  show  the  willingness  and  ability  of  staff  to  throw  every- 
thing Into  the  "battle",  and  augers  well  for  the  future,  should  the  town  be  unfort- 
inate  enough  to  receive  a visit  from  this  frightful  disease.  over  the  past  ten 
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years  or  more,  these  Annual  Reports  have  warned  of  the  danger  of  the  rapid  li^jort 
atlon  of  Smallpox  and  bemoaned  the  apathy  of  the  general  public  towards  Vaccination 


In  1962,  Blackburn  ms  only  a "contact"  area.  Even  so,  pressure  by  the  publl 
at  large  almost  upset  the  only  real  task  we  had  to  perform  - that  of  securing  th 
ring  around  our  contacts.  What  the  effect  would  have  been  had  a case  been  diagnosed 
only  the  M.O,Hs,  of  towns  like  Bradford  can  describe  - and  those  reports  should  b 
well-worth  reading. 

It  Is  usual  to  e3g)ress  ray  thanks  to  the  staff  for  their  assistance  generall 
throughout  the  year,  I cannot  let  this  Report  pass  without  a special  word  of  thank 
for  their  help,  patience  and  unswerving  loyalty  during  this  particular  period, 

MENTAL  HEALTH 

For  a number  of  years,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  accommodated  1: 
premises  opposite  the  Health  Department,  The  building  vra.s  not  only  primitive  bu 
scheduled  for  demolition  In  the  early  stages  of  the  town  centre  redevelopment. 

After  many  enquiries,  accommodation  was  finally  obtained  at  Ut  King  Street  am 
the  section  transferred  there  In  August,  1962, 

The  ground  floor  acconraodatlon  Is  shared  by  the  Mental  Health  Staff  and  Chiro- 
podists, The  first  floor  will  acconinodate  the  visiting  consultant  Psychiatrist  li 
Subnormality  and  allow  for  Social  dub  development  pending  a purpose-built  Social 
Centre, 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  negotiations  v/ere  In  progress  for  this  purpose  with  the 
Blackburn  and  District  Branch  of  the  National  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
children. 

During  1962,  plans  for  the  Adult  Training  Centre  and  Male  Hostel  were  finally 
approved  and  work  Is  expected  to  coinmence  on  the  Mowbray  Lodge  site  early  In  1963* 

The  Ti'alnlng  centre  will  Include  a commercial -type  laundry  and  craft  room  I®" 
females  and  woodworking  and  craft-room  for  males.  There  will  also  be  a pre-c8S®i 


concreting  bay  and  cai^aletlng  unit. 

The  Hostel  will  accomnodate  20  males.  Including  provision  tor  short-stay  cases, 
together  with  sitting-room,  quiet-room  and  dining  accommodation.  The  latter  Is 
lar^e  enough  to  cater  for  the  supply  of  mid— day  meals  to  those  Who  attend  the  train- 
ing centre. 

In  anticipation  of  the  opening  of  the  Adult  Centre,  extensive  alterations  were 
made  at  the  Junior  Training  centre  during  the  year,  to  provide  for  the  preliminary 
instruction  of  senior  children  In  aspects  of  adult  training. 

The  existing  senior  classroom  and  bathing  accommodation  was  redesigned  to  pro- 
vide a flatlet  comprising  living-room,  bedroom,  kitchenette,  bathroom  and  domestic 
laundry. 

Another  classroom  was  divided  to  provide  for  two  smaller  groups  of  children, 
vAiIlst  Improved  tollgtlng  facilities  for  “creche"  children  were  provided  adjacent  to 
the  staffroom,  now  being  used  to  accomnodate  this  type  of  child. 

Other  changes  included  Increased  storage  facilities  for  equipment. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Whilst  Health  Education  continued  In  all  Its  accepted  forms  during  the  year, 
one  particular  sphere  Is  worthy  of  mention. 

Earlier  In  the  year,  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  equipped  two 
mini-vans  each  manned  by  two  graduates,  to  tour  the  country  on  an  extended  Antl- 
Smoklng  Campaign",  one  of  these  vans  toured  the  town  for  one  week  In  November  and 
visited  schools  and  other  establishments  In  a highly-concentrated  Itinerary, 

The  young  men  concerned  were  well  received,  although  better  attendances  might 
have  been  expected  during  the  evening  sessions.

Medlco-fioclal  Workers,  Health  Visitors  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  continues 
their  day  to  day  education  In  the  Comraunlty,  vdiilst  formal  lectures  were  given  ot: 
numerous  occasions  during  the  year.  Many  Senior  schools  welcome  health  talks  whicl! 
in  some  schools  are  now  part  of  the  curriculum.

Health  Education, 

CHIROPODY 

At  the  beglnnlnii  of  the  year.  Chiropody  still  being  carried  out  In  cor 
junction  with  the  Women. s Voluntary  service,  the  local  health  authority  subsldlslr 
the  latter  for  fees  paid  to  private  chiropodists, 

in  September,  two  full-time  chiropodists  were  appointed,  and  working  from  neWl;: 
adapted  premises  at  1.  King  Street  gradually  built  up  a direct  service  tor  tlf 

priority  groups. 

The  service  is  free  to  schoolchildren,  expectant  mothers  and  the  handicappit 
Whilst  a standard  fee  of  2/6d.  is  payable  by  other  persons. 

NO  new  cases  are  being  referred  to  the  Homen.s  voluntary  Service,  but  subsllj 

has  continued  for  cases  still  on  the  books. 

The  service  Includes  regular  attendance  by  the  Chiropodists  at  Fenlscllffe  c. 
Shadsworth  Hostels  for  the  aged, 

MATEKUTY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

The  Improved  staffing  position  vrais  reflected  in  increased  number  of  effect.^ 
home  visits,  from  18,B85  in  196I  to  21,737  in  1962  Which  together  with  ineffect t 
visits  produced  a total  in  1962  of  25,3%  visits.  There  were  also  1,901  attendant 
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c clinic  sessions  in  the  year  of  Health  Visitors  and  Medico-Social  Workers 


Attendance  at  Day  Nurseries  declined  from  38*309  in  196I  to  38*180  in  1982* 

I sun  pleased  to  report  the  continued  help  to  the  department  by  the  several 
ospital  consultants  v4io  attended  throughout  the  year  and  in  particular  to  thank  Dr, 
ead  for  the  following  report  of  the  work  of  the  "Special  clinic"  at  victoria  street.

The  five  males  were  normal  babies  requiring  blood  tests  for 
adoption  or  born  of  syphilitic  mothers  and  found  to  be  free  from 
Infection, 

The  one  hundred  and  twenty  female  cases  were  divided  as 
follows: 

2 cases  of  syphilis 

56  cases  of  vaginal  discharge  requiring  treatment 
62  cases  of  vaginal  discharge  requiring  no  treatment 

The  two  cases  of  syphilis  were  latent  Infections  and  both 
gave  birth  to  healthy  babies, 

on  the  pathological  side,  138  blood  specimens  were  taken, 
smears  and  cultures  to  exclude  gonococcus  were  performed  200 
times.  Total  attendance  was  283*  the  clinic  being  open  on  fifty 
weeks  of  the  year. 

It  Is  Interesting  to  note  that  UO  of  the  female  cases  were 
unmarried  mothers  mainly  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25*  yet  in 
no  case  was  any  sign  of  venereal  infection  found.  This  clearly 
indicates  that  these  patients  are  not  habltiially  promiscuous  and 
are  worthy  of  the  attention  they  receive  to  rehabilitate  them 
back  to  normal  society.

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„coM»d.tlon  Add.»,n  Street,  The  ne«  station  «lth  garaging  tor  20  vehicles 
er^hled  the  t«o  aabulance  depots  to  te  rused.  and  brought  together  a number  of 
vehicles  under  one  roof  and  control,  flie  administrative  single  storey  building  »lth 
Its  bright  and  cheerful  decor,  under-floor  heating,  and  generally  Improved  meriting 
conditions  mas  the  best  possible  morale  booster.  This  together  mlth  the  enhanced 
replacement  programne  for  vehicles  should  contribute  to  Increased  efficiency  and 
smartness  of  turn-out  in  the  future. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

During  1962,  7^42  persons  received  Home  Help,  a slight  Increase  on  the  previous 
year  (718). 


in  July,  I v^arned  the  committee  of  a possible  overspending.  At  that  time,  the 
equivalent  of  46  full-time  helps  were  enployed;  if  maintained,  this  would  show  ai 
overspending  of  £800.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  number  of  helps  had  been  reducec 
to  44  and  the  question  of  overspending  was  no  longer  as  acute. 


indeed,  one  of  the  main  problems  in  the  Home  Help  Service  is  this  contlnuec 
staff  fluctuation,  combined  with  an  increasing  number  of  patients. 

At  the  end  of  1959,  full-time  staff  equivalent  was  39.5;  In  total,  674  case; 
were  dealt  with.

Elvery  year,  local  and  national  unit  costs  are  compared  in  an  analysis  publislied 
by  the  Institute  of  Municipal  Treasurers  and  Accountants,  Activity  often  ensues 
When  local  costs  are  much  in  excess  of  the  national  average;  this  on  the  assumption 
that  the  service  requires  overhaul.  By  the  same  token,  any  service  which  costs  less 
than  average  must  be  satisfactory. 


Nowhere  is  the  fallacy  more  obvious  than  in  the  Heme  Help  Service,  The  cost 
per  case  is  low  simply  because  cases  Increase  faster  than  do  staff.  Instead  of  more 
help  per  case,  the  opposite  occuis,  vv>—  a consequent  fall  in  the  average  number  of 
hours. 


L-ack  of  stability  amongst  staff  has  also  made  the  problem  of  training  more 
difficult,  Ho'wever,  In  October  the  Coramlttee  approved  a new  training  syllabus  v/hIcR 
it  is  hoped  can  be  put  into  effect  during  1963,  In  the  meantime,  renewed  efforts 
are  being  made  to  recruit  staff. 


CONCLUSION 

The  year  under  review  has  seen  the  beginnings  of  a development  programme  unpre- 
cedented in  the  history  of  the  local  health  services. 

Earlier  in  this  Report  I referred  to  the  loyalty  and  devotion  of  the  Staff.  To 
this  must  be  added  patience  and  the  understanding  that  the  tasks  ahead  can  be 
achieved  only  in  stages,  I thank  them  for  their  help  and  forebearance. 

Finally,  a sincere  acknowledgement  of  the  Committee’s  courtesy  and  support;  and 
especially  to  my  Chairman  and  Vice-chairman,  During  our  weekly  dlscusslofis,  their 
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unfailing  support

SLUM  ULEAKAIJlE 


Nineteen  hundred  and  slxty-two  was  the  seventh  year  of  the  ten-year  progranrne. 
Progress  was  maintained  during  the  year  and  six  areas  comprising  227  dwellings  were 
represented.  In  addition,  18  Individual  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  vdillst  21 
were  acquired  for  demolition.  In  total,  therefore,  ?66  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year. 

In  June,  following  a meeting  between  a representative  of  the  Ministry  -of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  members  and  officers  of  the  Local  Authority,  It  was 
suggested  that  the  slum  clearance  programme  be  accelerated  to  deal  with  500  dwell- 
ings per  year.  This  suggestion  was  approved  In  principle  and  a number  of  meetings 
took  place  between  the  various  departments  concerned.  Before  the  end  of  the  year 
this  department  had  drawn  up  a detailed  proposal  for  the  next  10  years  at  the  new 
rate  of  500  dwellings  per  year.  The  programme  had  not,  however,  had  the  final  app- 
roval of  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

This  acceleration  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  follows  on  the  doubllng-up  of 
the  Smoke  Control  progranine.  During  the  year,  we  lost  the  seirvlces  of  two  inspectors 
and  were  only  able  to  fill  one  of  the  vacancies.  We  are,  therefore,  facing  a great 
Increase  In  the  woiic  of  the  department  with  a reduction  In  staff. 

For  this  reason  It  may  prove  difficult  to  keep  up  with  the  proposed  progranrne.

Offensive  Trades.  The  number  of  offensive  trades  is  fifteen. 
These  consist  of  eight  Bone  and  Rag  and  Bone  Dealing,  three 
Fat  Extracting  or  Fat  Rendering,  one  Gut  Scraping  and  three 
Tripe  Boiling,  There  are  also  tv/o  Knackers  lards.  All  are 
visited  regularly. 

Insanitary  Dwellings.  Tv/enty-four  houses  were  closed  during 
the  year  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Verminous  Premises  and  Persons.  One  hundred  and  six  private 
dwelling-nouses  comprising  three  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
rooms  have  been  disinfested.  Forty-nine  infested  persons 
were  treated  at  the  Cleansing  Clinic. 

Infected  Premises.  Sixty-nine  private  dv/el ling-houses  com- 
prising one  hundred  and  ninety-four  rooms  were  disinfected 
following  cases  of  infectious  diseases. 


Common  Lodging  Houses.  The  number  of  common  lodging  houses 
has  steadily  declined  over  the  post  war  years.  The  need  for 
such  accommodation  is  declining  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
the  remaining  bouses  are  not  filled  to  capacity.  As  slum 
clearance  progresses  more  common  lodging  houses  will  dis- 
appear and  the  position  will  have  to  be  closely  watcned. 
The  existing  accommodation  pro.vides  for  a maximum  of  Ibb  men 
as  shown  below; -

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation.  Owing  to  the  influx  of 
foreign  nationals  into  the  town  many  more  houses  are  being 
occupied  oy  more  tnan  one  family,  the  exact  number  of  which 
is  not  known.  it  is  hoped  that  during  l^bS  a survey  of  the 
town  will  be  made  to  find  out  the  extent  of  the  problem. 

Smoke  Abatement.  During  the  year  two  hundred  and  sixteen 
smoke  observations  were  made  of  factory  chimneys j in  twenty- 
three  cases  smoke  was  emitted  in  such  quantity  as  to  be  a 
contravention  of  the  Ulean  Air  Act,  195^.  in  one  case,  legal 
proceedings  were  taken  against  a laundry  and  a fine  of  £50 
was  inflicted  on  the  occupier.  in  all  other  cases  warning 
letters  were  sent  which  were  followed  up  by  discussions  with 
the  management  resulting  in  considerable  improvement  in  the 
emission  of  smoke. 


KUDJNT  CONTROL 


Surface  Infestation.  During  the  year,  601  complaints  and 
requests  for  disinfestation  were  dealt  with  and  6,14^  prem- 
ises surveyed  for  evidence  of  infestation.  In  all  a total 
of  421  treatments  were  carried  out. 

Rodent  Control  in  Sewers.  During  the  year,  maintenance 
treatments  for  rats  in  sewers  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  periods  April/July  and  September/October. 


RENT  ACT  iy57 


This  Act  came  into  operation  on  6th  July,  1957,  and  was 
brought  in  to  amend  the  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  Restric- 
tions Acts  1920  to  1939  and  other  enactments  relating  to  the 
control  oi  rents  and  the  right  to  _ retain  possession  of 
houses.  Wnilst  the  Act  dee-ls  in  the  main  with  matters  rel- 
ating to  landlord  and  tenant,  it  makes  provisions  whereby  a 
tenant  may  under  certain  circumstances,  make  application  to 
.the  Local  Authority  for  a certificate  of  disrepair.  Only  a 
very  few  tenants  Jaave  made  use  of  these  provisions  and  the 
Act  nas  now  almost  ceased  to  function  in  this  respect.

Industrial  Smoke 

The  number  of  offenders  against  the  Act  Is  now  very  few  Indeed,  and  such  that 
persist,  or  are  border-line  cases,  are  soon  likely  to  be  Included  In  smoke  Control 
Areas  or  will,  by  July  next  year,  no  longer  be  able  to  fall  back  On -defences  Incorp- 
orated In  Section  2 of  the  Act,  One  persistent  offender,  however,  was  regrettably 
proceeded  against  In  the  Magistrates*  Court  and  fined  £50  vtfilch  appears  to  bear  out 
my  contention  that  the  Magistrates  take  an  increasingly  serious  view  of  offenders. 

Some  251  snoke  observations  of  Industrial  chimneys  were  made  during  the  year 
and  only  In  9 cases  was  there  need  for  the  occupier's  attention  to  be  drawn  to  con- 
traventions, Subsequent  to  these  and  other  visits.  Improvements  In  plant  and  tech- 
niques were  effected,  and  Include  the  following:

Domestic  Smoke 

The  immber  1 Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  on  the  1st  August,  Good 

co-operation  generally  has  been  obtained  from  householders  In  this  Area,  but  some 
laxity  resulted  In  the  need  to  send  warning  letters  to  23  occupiers  vdw  made  smoke 
resulting  from  the  use  of  unauthorised  fuel.  Numbers  2 and  3 Orders  were  also  con- 
firmed without  modification,  and  the  survey  of  Number  Area  was  begun. 

The  work  of  the  department  was  further  Increased  considerably  during  the  year, 
resulting  from  the  necessity  to  Inspect  all  works  of  adaptation  of  heating  ^p- 


1 lances  In  a confirmed  Area,  both  whilst  In  progress  and  on  finalisation;  the  sur- 
veying of  properties  In  new  Areas,  now  at  the  rate  of  two  per  year,  also  contrlbutec 
to  the  Increase,  The  number  of  visits  almost  trebled  compared  with  196I,  belr< 
8,161  as  against  3»007  for  the  latter  year.  Visits  Included  l,o68  survey  visits, 
2,018  visits  where  works  of  adaptation  are  concerned,  57h  visits  to  give  further 
advice  and  answer  queries,  1,951  visits  vhere  access  was  not  available  on  the  first 
call  and  2,550  visits  to  deliver  letters  and  reminders, 

A Mobile  Exhibition  of  the  Solid  Sm(^eless  Fuel  Federation  toured  all  the  Areas 
during  the  week  12th  to  17th  November, 

A Static  Exhibition  was  held  by  this  Department  In  conjunction  with  the  North 
Western  Gas  and  Electricity  Boards  and  coal  Utilisation  Council,  during  the  period 
13th  to  20th  December,  The  Exhibition  was  staged  In  a vacant  council  house  In  No,  3 
Area  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Estates  and  Housing  Comnlttee  for  providing  the  fac- 
ilities, The  results  of  such  exhibitions  carjiot  be  anything  but  satisfactory,  enab- 
ling householders  to  judge  the  effects  of  using  smokeless  fuel  under  familiar  cond- 
itions. 

Co-operation  with  Interested  bodies,  including  the  Coal  Merchants*  Federation 
continued  to  be  effected  during  the  year.
